Wreckage and Death at Longview and Mar­ 
shall; Gars Are Burned After the Crash Comes 
and Relief Is Sent to Dead and Dying Passen­ 
gers.

Marshall, Nov. IO.—Two men were killed and several injured 
in two wrecks in which Texas & Pacific Passenger trains No. 23 
and No. 3 figured, division headquarters of the road reported 
here today wrecks at St. Delphine just east of Addis, Louisiana, 
near Longview, Texas. 
The dead are Walter Wederman, pas 
senger engineer, and C. A. Smith passenger on train No. 3 leaving 
New Orleans yesterday collided with train engine last night at 
St. Delphine sugar camp. 
Both engines were wrecked. 
Train 
wrecks are becoming alarmingly frequent. 
Marshall, Nov. IO.—Charles A. Smith, junior fireman on Texas 
Pacific special meat train No. 34, from St. Louis to Fort Worth, 
was injured when the trains met in head on collision at a curve 
near Willow Springs just west of Longview early today. 
None 
of the passengers were injured. 
Reports at dispatcher’s office 
said the wreckage took fire through an explosion of a car of 
gasoline and eight freight cars were burned. 
Smith’s body was 
found under the wreckage. 
He was fireman for his father, John 
J. Smith, who escaped injury. 
Smith and father were both in 
cab of freight engine and both live at Longview. 
A relief train 
wrecker carrying fire fighting apparatus was dispatched from 
Longview to the wreck. 
Passenger train was derailed and bag­ 
gage car badly smashed and the front end of the freight train was 
derailed.

rious but delightful—and fast vanish­ 
ing—art of conversation. In spite of 
the “laconicizing” effects upon speech 
of the telephone and telegraph, and in 
spite of the vanishing from modern 
life of the home (where good English 
used to be learned) Mrs. Nagle be­ 
lieves that the earnest boy who corn­ 
ers a cultured friend and demands 
“his conversation or his life” may still 
learn, by dint of hard practice, the art 
of pleasant and easy correct speech. 
This does not mean noisy and conceit­ 
ed monolog (which bears 
to 
good 
speech the relation of a “jazz band to 
the Boston symphony orchestra” ) but 
a courteous give and take of adequate- 
ly-cloted ideas. Nor need one surren­ 
der his inalienable right to his indi­ 
genous slang; he should, however, use 
it with a consciousness of its second­ 
hand nature, always preferring, when 
it is apter, an original phrase. 
With two cautions Mrs. Nagle d os­ 
ed her fine and practical talk: a warn­ 
ing against the lazy ase of approxi­ 
mations in speech (the “just as good” 
synonyms) and the advice that one 
acquire, as labor-saving devices 
in 
speech, whatever technical words may 
be of service to us. 
Several visitors, among them mem­ 
bers of Woman’s Club, heard Mrs. 
Nagle’s talk, equally profiting by it 
and enjoying it with the Academy 
Soys. It is hoped a t the Academy that 
the next talk, “Good English for Good 
Americans,” to be given Thursday 
morning by Major Ike Ashburn of the 
A A M . College, will be heard by an 
even larger number of visitors.

Washington, Nov. 9.—The 1920 pro­ 
duction of oil in the United 
States 
amounted to 443,402,000 barrels, or 
63.8 per cent of the world’s production, 
according to figures announced tonight 
by the United States geological sur­ 
vey. The Mexican production for that 
year was 163,540*CKK) b an d s or 23.5 
per cent of the world’s supply. 
The 
total world production was 694.854,000 
barrels for the year. The Russian pro­ 
duction, which suffered heavily by rea­ 
son of the war, amounted to twenty- 
five and a half million ourrels, or less 
than 4 per cent. The total world pro­ 
duction for the year was 694,854,000 
barrels. From 1857 to 1920 the United 
States hag produced nearly five and a 
half million barrels more than 62 pet 
cent of the total. 
Mexico’s production has been slight­ 
ly Hess than six hundred million bar­ 
rels or 6 per cent of the total, while 
that of Rus-ia nearly two billion bar­ 
rels, more than 21 I er cent of the to­ 
tal.

In calling to order the 55th annual 
session of the Texas African Metho- 
uist Episcopal conference this morn­ 
ing m Allen Chapel A. M. E. church* 
liishop William Decker Johnson, of 
Georgia, told the colored people that 
they would have to w ork and not spend 
t.rae in idle complaining which would 
never accomplish anything. 
He de­ 
clared mat the world was full of op­ 
portunities for all, and especially Tex­ 
as, an dthe man who failed to make it, 
the fault was in the man and not In 
the state. 
“I he negro must win his v ay to 
cirilizalion as other races have done,** 
said Bishop Johnson, “and he must 
realize that civilization is not a gar­ 
ment to be purchased at some depart­ 
ment or ten cent store and worn off 
on first fitting, but it represents years 
of preparation and work. 
You must 
not sit down and depend on others to 
do .or you what you should do for 
yourself. You must stop complaining 
about white people or any other people 
who are succeeding and follow their 
example of h iustry and thrift, for 
this will win.” 
The conference which opened this 
morning and will continue in session 
until Sunday evening has brought to 
Bryan some of the most noted men 
and women of the colored race. 
The 
Hew Dr. B. T. Reese, presiding elder 
over this district, lined the opening 
hymn, “And Are We Y’et Alive?" and 
tne opening prayer was made by Rev. 
G. R. Pearson; scripture lesson was 
read by Rev. J. R, M. Lee, and the 
second hymn was lined by Dr. F. F.
